Trade and Industrial Shop Courses, which were first added to the High School 
curriculum in the fall of 1938, provide at the present time training in Machine Shop, 
Electric Shop, Sheet Metal Shop, and Mechanical Drawing, in well-equipped shops 
housed in Monroe School building. 


Students are required to spend two hours each day in shop work, one hour in 
related drawing, and three hours in the pursuit of the regular acad- 
emic courses prescribed for high-school graduation. 


A total of 126 boys have received shop training during the 
1941-1942 school year, including 56 in Machine Shop, 60 in Electric 
Shop, and 10 in Sheet Metal Shop, which is a net increase: of nine 
over the preceding school year.
